Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.--The

Chairman Cannon of the Appropriations 
committee contributed largely to this result 
by a vigorous speech in favor of the Senate 
amendment. A partial conference report on 
the naval bill was agreed to, and the bill went 
back to conference. 
_ The House also agreed to the conference re- 

rt on the bill to create a commission of five 
adjudicate the claims of United States citi!- 
zens against Spain, assumed by the United 
States under the treaty of Paris. Just be- 
fore adjournment Mr. Tawney, chairman of 
the St. Louis Exposition committee, asked 
unanimous consent to disagree to the Senate 
amendments to the exposition bill, but Mr. 
Shepherd [Tex.] objected. 

After on extended debate on the 
amendment to strike out the appropriations 
for two battleships and two cruisers Mr. 
Cannon closed in support of the motion. He 
said the real question was, whether from the 
standpoint of the Treasury, of the public de- 
fense, and of sound business principles, it 
was not time to call @ halt for a year in the 
authorization of new ships. There were in 
the navy, he said, 254 warships and 56 auxil- 
lary vessels. There were still to be paid upon 
ships building and authorised $65,000,000. 
When our navy was completed, he said, 
America would have the greatest navy in 
the world save that of England. England 
was no menace, because Canada, with 3,000 
miles of territory on our northern border, was 
a hostage against war with Great Britain. 
The motion was carried, 158 to 88. The bill 
was then sent back to conference.

In other 
words, the real receipts of the Carial board 
gmounted to but $41,709, with the expendi- 
Wees as given. With the aid of the State 
appropriation and the Sanitary District con- 
tion the balance in the hands of the 
Board of Canal Commissioners dropped from 
$40,242, on hand on Dec. 1, 1899, to $21,004 on 
Noy. 30,1900. What money the board has in 
bank today can only be guessed at, as its 
ports are notin. The balance has certainly 
not increased any. | 

As shown above the large item of expense 
bas been that of legal expenses.”

On Feb. 9 Mr. Loss went to Omaha to consult 
with Mr. Barton, with the result that he under- 
took to secure a contract with the City of Grand 
Rapids to sell it water for a period of fifty years. 
Mr. Loss represented that he could secure the con- 
tract with the city, but he would need money for 

and promotion expenses as soon as the con- 
tract was awarded. At his request Mr. Barton 
agreed to deposit $50,000 in currency in a safety 
deposit vault in Chicago, which was to be turned 
over to Mr. Loss when he secured the contract 
from the city with a corporation which was to be 
organized for the purpose of building the works. 

On Feb. 11 Mr. Barton's son, X. C. Barton, came 
ta Ohicago for the purpose of depositing the 
money. He met Mr. Loss, who introduced him to 
Mr. Salsbury, who was said to be an attorney liv- 
ing at Grand Rapids. The money was deposited 
in a box which had been rented by Mr. Salisbury 
before Mr. Barton's arrival in the city. Mr. 
now says the money was to be held under joint 
ownership. Mr. Barton’s understanding was that 
he or his father was to have exclusive control of 
the money and that it would not be removed from 
the safety vault until the contract was delivered. 


Unable to Open Deposit Box. 


After Mr. Salsbury left the city Mr. Barton 
found he could not get access to the box, as it 
was not rented in his name and he had not been 
named as a deputy. The next day Mr. Barton re- 
turned to Omaha and Mr. Loss went to New York. 
A report was made by young Mr., Barton to his 
father of what had been done in Chicago. 
The elder Barton saw there were peculiar cir- 
cumstances in connection with the matter and 
gaid that he would go to Chicago as soon as Mr. 
Loss returned and cancel his contract with Mr. 
Loss. Mr. Loss returned. to Chicago on Monday, 
Feb. 18; Mr. Barton and his son, with their coun- 
sel, Mr. Crofoot, met him early in the morning; 
the elder Barton stated that he had concluded 
he would have nothing more to do with the mat- 
ter and demanded his money: Mr. Loss at once 
consented to cancel the contract and stated he 
would have Mr. Salsbury come to Chicago and 
arrange for the opening of the box and the money 
would be returned. 

Mr. Loss communicated with Mr. Salsbury an 
received an answer that he was engaged in court 
and obliged to leave that night for Lansing, and 
could not come to Chicago for several days. On 
Wednesday the elder Barton, being apprehensive 
that something was wrong, caused an examina- 
tion of the box to be made by the officials of the 
trust company, and it was discovered that no 
money. was in the box.

Call It Purely Business Deal. 


C. E. Loss, the Chicago contractor, stated 
last night when he heard the statement of 
Attorney Crofoot that substantially it was 
correct. He added; | 

It was purely a business transaction in which 
Guy C. was a full partner. I submitted a 
proposition to him and he agreed to furnish the 
funds necessary for the preliminary steps. The 
money was nota boodle fund. It was for necessary 
expenses which would be incugred in the passage 
of required legislation at Lansing. It was not 
to purchase the vote of Mr. Salsbury, because he 
has none. Nor was the sum paid to him to bind 
the contract, because he had nothing to do with 
awarding it. I was not present when the money 
was deposited, so do not know what arrangement 
was made between Mr. K. C. Barton and Mr, 
Salsbury regarding its withdrawal. : 

Mr. Salsbury consented to make the follow- 
ing statement: ; 

A great injustice has been done to me and I will 
be acquitted on the charge pending in a manner 
satisfactory to myself and friends.

Contract for Water Works. 


The Grand Rapids water contract seems to 
have been the cause of the misunderstanding. 
The present water supply is drawn from the 
Grand River and is unsatisfactory. Various 
> officials evolved a plan providing the award 
of a contract to a private corporation to build 
a new plant, including a crib in Lake Mich- 
igan, and piping to carry the water twenty- 
two miles to Grand Rapids. Advertisements 
requesting bids for the contract were in- 
‘serted, the contraet to be awarded March 6. 

Bids provided for the construction of the 
plant for from $2,000,000 to $2,500,000. A com- 
pany was to be organized with a capital 
stock of $3,000,000. First mortgage bonds in 
a similar amount, to draw 5 per cent interest, 
were to be issued, a syndicate to have them 
at 90. On this basis the bonds would pay for 
the plant and leave a cash balance of $450,000. 

The proposition was for contractors to do 
the work at cost and take as profit fourteen- 
thirtieths of the stock and a like proportion 
of the cash remaining in payment. The 
syndicate taking the bonds at 90 also was to 
have sixteen-thirtieths of the stock and the 
game proportion of the cash remaining. 

The prospectus of the company was cir- 
culated freely in La Salle street, but was not 
taken up, because of “promoting condé- 
tions not favored by Chicago men.

Alderman Goldazier introduced an ordinance 
amending the building ordinance by chang- 
ing fees and by prescribing new regulations 
for contractors and roofing firms. By its 
provisions it would be made obligatory upon 
the roofing firms to have’ printed upon their 
vehicles the name of the firm and the number 
of their license.

POWERS 10 QUIT COUNCIL. 


NINETEENTH WARD ALDERMAN 
TO SURPRISE REFORMERS. 


Proposes to De Himself What Hull

Alderman John Powers of the Nineteenth 
Ward announced last night that he was plan- 
ning to do what Hull House, the Municipal 
Voters’ league, and other reform societies 
have been unable to accomplish—terminate 
his membership in the Council.

The reason for the voluntary withdrawal 
of Alderman Powers is that, in his opinion, 
he is becoming too old.

ALL WATCHING THE NEW STAR. 


Astronomers in Various Parts of the 
World Make Different Reports 


Ite Appearance. 8 


Astronomers all over the world are keep- 
Ing an eve on the new first magnitude star 
in the constellation Perreus. At the Yerkes 
Observatory, Williams Bay, Wis., the first 
observation was made on Sunday night by 
Professor Hale and Ferdinand Ellerman. 
From visual observations the star seemed 
nearly as bright as its neighbor, Capelia. 
The color appeared golden yellow. instead 
of bluish white, ag reported elsewhere. The 
most conspicuous features are a bright band 
in the spectrum near the Hydrogen C line. 

- Professor Kurt Laves of the de tof 
astronomy at the University of Chicago, 
took observations of the star in broad day- 
light yesterday. It is one of the most in- 
portant phenomena that have occurred in 
centuries,” said the professor. It is pos- 
sible that the observations of this star may 
furnish an explanation for the whole class 
to which it belongs.” 
Professor Hough at the Dearborn Observa- 
tory last night took another look at the star 
in the evening and found it of the first mag- 
nitude. It was brighter than the north star. 
Its color he found to be bluish white. Its 
spectrum is continuous and traversed by a 
number of dark, narrow lines, which | 
to be bright-edged on the side of the greater 
wave length 

Professor W. W. Campbell of the Lick Ob- 
servatory says: “Phe star has been ob- 
served with the Milk spectroscope. Its spec- 
trum contains no trace of either bright or 
dark lines in the blue and violet. Its light 
appears to be strictly continuous, though a 
few extremely broad bands exist. This is un- 
usual in the case of a new star.” 

Sir Norman Lockyer, director of the Solar 
Physics Observatory at South Kensington, 
England, says: The spectrum of the star 
strongly recalls that of Nova Aurige. There 
are at least two light sources involved, one 
with a dark line In the spectrum, and the 


arated by fifteen tenth meters, showing a 
differential velocity of 700 miles a second 
between the colliding light sources. The star 
Seems to be maintaining its magnitude.“ 
Observations made at the Yale Observatory 
show variable intensity of the star. There 
are divergent reports at Yale Observatory as 
to the spectrum.

Some peo- 
ple- object to calling the celebration a mil- 
lenary; others are opposed to celebrating the 
anniversary of Alfred's death instead of that 
of his birth. My answer is, Why not mil- 
lenary as well as centenary, and better the 
anniversary of his death, for that was the 
important period of his life and of the na- 
tion’s growth? Alfred organized one of the 
most powerful states in the world and his 
blood has flowed through thirty-three gen- 
erations to King Edward VII., who has taken 
the name of Alfred’s son. The unbroken ef- 
fect of the great ruler’s life can be traced 
with ease through a thousand years, and its 
influence will doubtless be visible during the 
next thousand years as well.“

FRENCH ANGRY OVER PORTUGAL 


Failure of Portuguese to Pay Interest 
: on Debt as Agreed Arouses 
Indignation.

PARIS, Feb. 25.—Considerable alarm and 
indignation have been cfeated in France by 
the failure of Portugal to comply with her 
agreement respecting the payment of inter- 
est on her foreign debt, which amounts to 
1,400,000,000 francs ($230,000,000). Of this 
amount French investors hold 900,000,000 
francs ($180,000,000) nominally, representing 
600,000,000 francs ($120,000,000) paid up. 
‘Foreign Minister Delcasse in the Senate 
said that the, bondholders had been deprived 
of their rights in an arbitrary manner and 
contrary to every precedent. Portugal’s at- 
titude, which it is difficult to understand, 
has created an unpleasant impression in 
Germany, Great Britain, Belgium, and 
France. The French government, M. Del- 
casse added, had protested, and Portugal had 
replied that she regretted the situation, but 
the condition of her treasury, which was 


under temporary difficuities, made it her. 


duty not to ratify the interest agreement at 
present. 

It was hoped that the eountry’s finances 
would soon improve and that the negotia- 
tions could be reopened. M. Deleasse finally 
declared that the government would never 
allow the interests of the bondholders to be 
encroached upon again.

THE PAY OF COOK COUNTY JUDGES. 

The salary of a Cook County Judge was 
put at $7,000 in 1872. It has remained at 
that figure ever since. An effort is being 
made now to increase it. One bill before 
the Legislature proposes $10,000 and an- 
othes $12,000. 

When the salary was made $7,000 it 
seemed large and the Judges thought them- 
selves fortunate. It is larger than that 
of the Judges of the United States Circuit 
Court. But there has been a general in- 
erense in wages and salarieé during the 
last thirty years in Chicago and elsewhere. 
The Mayor gets more than he did in 1872. 
So does the day laborer. The Judges have 
not shared in this advance, although their 
living expenses are inevitably higher than 


they were, It fs only fair that something 


should be done for them. The Legisla- 
ture will not act unadvisedly if it vote to 
give them $10,000, This will not benefit 
the men now in office, for their pay cannot 
be changed. It will enure te the benefit 
of their suecessors. . 8 

The Justices of the Supreme Court of 
the United States get $10,000 a year. Some 
may think at the first glance that the local 
judiciary will be overpaid if given the same 
sum. A Judge who has a life tenure can 
afford to work for less than one who may 
be thrown out of office At the end of his 
first or his second term and be forced to go 
to work slowly and laboriously to recover 
his lost practice. If a Cook County Judge 
did not have to make political contribu- 
tions to be elected and re@lected, and if 
he knew he could stay on the bench as 
long as he behaved himself, $7,000 a year 
would de a much more attractive com- 
pensation than it is now. 

The uncertain tenure of office of Cook 
County Judges makes it proper to give them 
more than they have been getting. It bet- | 
ter paid they will not be so likely to resign 
that they may earh a competence for their 
children. Cook County has lost the services 
of many able Judges because they felt 
they could not take the risk of being de- 
prived of office, with no provision made 
for the future, when they were past their 
prime, and would find it hard to build up 
a practice. Judges will be less willing 
to plunge into politics and seek to exchange 
the bench for the Mayor’s chair when they 
are better paid than they are now. 

There will be no fault-finding in this 
county if the Judges be given $10,000 a 
year, considering that they have only six- 
year terms and are at the mercy of poli- 
ticlans as regards being renominated and 
at the mercy of the voters as regards re- 
election. . 


A PROPER AMENDMENT. 

A bill for amending the Illinois in- 
heritance tax law will be introduced in the 
General Assembly this week. It proposes 
to exempt from taxation’ under the law all 
bequests for the use of “ any hospital, re- 
ligious,. educational, Bible, missionary, 
tract, scientific, benevolent, or charitable 
institution.” This exemption is not to apply 
to any corporation that has the right to 
declare dividends or. distribute profits or 
assets among its members. The amend- 
ment is a wise one and should be enacted: 

Bequests to charitable, religious, and edu- 
cational institutions are now subject to a 
deduction of from 8 to 6 per cent, accord- 
ing to the amount of each bequest. There 
are not so many bequests to these institu- 
tions that there is danger of their absorbing 
an undue share of the wealth of the com- 
munity. They receive too little rather than | 
too much, It is shabby business for the 
State to eke out its revenues by clipping 
something off the contributions of generous

So appealing, so fragile, and so childlike 
was Mise Maude Adams last night in the play 
of L'Aiglon that her audience took her 
to its heart. The generous shelter probably 
was given more to the person of the little 
overwrought 
Eagiet she impersonated, but it meant also a 
sympathetic recognition for the player. The 
deed was not that of the hailing of a great 
actress, nor even of. a good actress in a 
proper place, yet 
was offered to Miss Adams for doing as near 
the impossible as mind and frame would 
allow her to do. 
in admiration, and in pity. ; 

Where does she hold the nervous vitality 
which has stimulated her to play that dis- 
tressful role night after night for five months 
past? What price tn time will she have to 
pay for the exhaustion which all too plainly 
bears down upon her before the play is over? 
Those two questions must have been gen- 
erally asked last night. The reasons for 
them were always evident. She was 80 
weary ere her work was done! The kindly 
trend of a le which as its conclusion ap- 

roached permitted languor to be cl ed 

nder the necessary simulation of the weak- 
ness of the stricken Duke cotld not mask 
the reality sufficiently. Hence the pity that 
companied with the wonder. : 

Could it have been lald aside admiration 
would have been the greatest leaven. For 
most of us like to see the Impossible assailed. 
Miss Adams did essay that hopeless feat; 
it is undeniable. But, if she did not reach 
the fortressed heights, s did many sur- 
prising and valofous acts along the road she 
did travel. Wherever comedy could lighten 
the shadows under whose pall the Haglet 
walks, and wherever frailty of body could 
be mirrored by frailty of body, there her 
acting made for triumph. Elsewhere some- 
thing was lacking. 

Her mental conception of the réle was not 
to be seriously questioned, but she could 
not follow her ideas with voice, manner, 
body, or emotional resource. She spoke in 
a voice which gave signs of having been 
forced to unnatural depth. Sometimes she 
forgot and returned to the peculiar, crisp, 
and fetching vocal mannerisms of Lady 
Babbie. At those times her half ironical, 


half mocking comedy was at its best, but 


the illusion of being any one but Miss Maude 
Adams was at its least. That illusion, in 
fact, was generally absent. Miss Adams 
did not look the boy approaching manhood. 
When she was boyish at all she seemed a lad 
of 12 or 14 years, and a boy of most fem- 
inine mold, She wore her own hair trimmed 
short, and had she been less woeful would 
The Ham- 
let in the réle, however, never was allowed 
to be long forgotten. In scenes of sardonic 
comedy, of sentiment, and of stress the 


The emotional scenes were the most strik- 
ing in the play, partly because they showed 
Misa Adams capable of a startling display of 
agitation, partly because they showed most 
clearly how far she had overstepped her 
natural realm. The scene wherein the Eaglet 
taught his professors true history made the 
first strong demand upon the player. She 
rose to it with spirit, declaiming riotously 
and with effect. The episode of the toy gol- 
diers also passed off without requiring her 
to force the emotion. The mirror scene, 
which was quietly played by Mme. Bern- 
hardt, was selected for the mid-play climax. 
Miss Adams attained to a frenzy which might 
have been dignified with the name of tragedy 
had it not so evidently left her without re- 
serve power. After dashing the candles 
through the glass she reeled after the de- 
parting Metternich and fell against the door. 
Much of her colloquy with Metternich before 
the mirror was unintelligible. 

In the crucial scene on the battlefield of 
w she rose above hysteria, at times 
far above it, but the view was not one to be 
watched’ with satisfaction: To encompass 


she possessed. She wracked herself; her 
voice seemed to tear its way from her throat 
and her body appeared tortured. 

Of the death scene there hardly can be 
two opinions. It was beautiful, it was ar- 
tistic, and it touched every chord of sym- 
pathy. Except in this scene it would be un- 
fair to compare the young actress with the 
experienced, marvelous player she ought 
never to have been set to imitate by her com- 
mercial spirited managers. Many, however, 
will say that Miss Adams’ manner of por- 
traying the Eaglet’s death will be treasured 
more by mory than Mme. Bernhardt’s 
acting of the same scene. 

The play, in ite English form, was accepta- 
ble, and no harm was done by consolidating 
the second and third acts of the original into 
a single act. Mr. Parker’s version is called 
an adaptation, but, in fact, it is a condensed 
translation, done with good taste and under- 
standing. One does not believe the 


its frequently overinsistent theatricalism— 
witness Metternich's by-play with Napo- 
leon’s hat and the mirror scene—and its lack 
of a héro worth sympathy are defects not to 
be glossed over. 
iss Adama’ support was of average merit

Over four thousand persons sat under the 
sell last night of 4 vocal art as as the 
world can boast toddy, and it is believed as 
perfect as the world has ever known. The 
testimony of musical history shows with con- 
siderable clearness that the most perfect 
voice a human throat has ever contained was 
that with which nature endowed Adelina 

Patti, and that wondrous voice, we who are 

still of thé present day know, was schooled 

until the control exercised over it was as 
perfect as was the voice itself. Those who 
listened to Marcella Sembrith last night 
heard a voice that is the only rightful suc- 
cessor now before the public to that of 
Adelina Patti, and the art with which that 
voice is used is today as supreme as was that 
with which Mme. Patti so long ruled the 
world. Sembrich is now thé only representa- 
tive of the school of fine-voiced vocal virtuose 
of which Patti was the most brilliant mem- 


ber. And those who sat under the spell of her 1 


voice and art last evening at the Auditorium 
paid the willing tribute of spontaneous, long- 
continued applause to one who stands. as 
mistress of a vocal loveliness that is so rare 
nowadays as to be almost entitled to classifi- 
cation among the lost arts. 

The audience that greeted Mme. Sembrich 
was an imposing one. Nearly all the boxes 
were filled, and no vacant seats were to be 
found in the vast house, na ve about a hundred 
fn the rear of the first balcony. All others 
were taken, and many persons stood at the 
rear of the parquet circle. It was an au- 
dience that so far as ap ce was con- 
cerned could unhesitatingly be called fash- 
ionable, and yet in enthusiasm and frank ex- 
pression of its enjoyment it spoke of being 
happily unhampered by conventionality and 
frigid formalness, The applause began with 
the appearance of Sig.

| HEALTH CONDITIONS ARE GOOD. 


Weekly Bulletin Reports Situation Sat- 
isfactory, but Gives Warning 


Against — 

The weekly health bull bulletin issued yester- 
day indicates the same generally satisfac- 
tory conditions that have prevailed since the 
middle of January. The total number of 
deaths was 511, seven more than the total 
of the preceding week. Pneumonia caused 
seventy-eight deaths. The bulletin says: 

It should be remembered that debilitating 
causes of all kinds—alcoholism especially— 
predispose to attacks of pneumonia. Avoid 
exposure to sudden changes of temperature: 
keep the, feet dry and warm and the throat 
and chest well protected; eat and drink in 
moderation—fasting rather than indulgence. 
The higher the bodily condition the less 
favorable to the growth and virulence of the 
pneumonia germ.“ 

There were ten new cases of smallpox dis- 
covered last week, as against.seventeen the 
week before, making the total for the month 
to date twenty-seven, with no death; thirteen 
were discharged from the Isolation Hospital 
and thirty-three remained under treatment. 
The department no longer regards the situa- 
tion as at all serious. 


LOSS OF SON HASTENS DEATH. 


Dr. Charles P. Amet, Former Colonel in 


Regular Army, Dies at Waukegan, 
Al., Aged 88 Tears. 

Dr. Charles P. Amet died at Waukegan, III., 
on Sunday, aged 88 years. His death was 
hastened, it is believed, by the loss of his 
son Percy, a member of the First Illinois Vol- 
unteer Infantry, who died of disease con- 
tracted during the Cuban war. Dr. Amet 
was a former Colonel in the United States 
army, and served in the early Indian cam- 
paigns in the West. He was a professor in a 
college at Lexington, Ky., and later prac- 
ticed his profession as a physician. He leaves 
a widow and five children.

WHITELAW REID TALKS OF THE 


_ MODERN NEWSPAPER AT YALE. 


New York Editor Lectures in Bromley 


Course, Giving Good and Evil Results 


Haven, Feb. 20. Whitelaw 
Reid lectured ‘before the students of Yale 
University in the Isaac Bromley course to- 
night on the modern newspaper. 


Mr. Reid opened by telling how Mr. Brom- 
ley, the fotinder of the course, once wanted |. 
to resign his position on a paper because he 
doubted the sincerity of the editorials print- 
He said that in these days many {| 
editorial writers sell their brains to any 


ed therein. 


paper régardiess of their convictions, and 
quoted the case ot the man who said: “I 


must furnish what I can find a market for?“ 


Continuing, he said: 1 feel sure that, 

like Dr. Johnson in a similar case; you will 
not recognize that necessity. The man 
might at least have dug potatoes and re- 
mained respectable. There is no law com- 
pelling you to write editérials you do not 
believe, and there is still in the mind of every 
honest, educated man a wholesome loathing 
for that leprous form of modern degeneracy, 
the intellectual prostitute.“ 
Mr. Reid mentioned the incessant playing 
on two chords of human nature by the mod- 
ern newspaper: the liking of most people to 
see theig names in print and their ability to 
hear criticism of their neighbors with com- 
posure. A craze for circulation at any cost, 
he said, has taken, possession of many old 
papers; circulation rather than merit; cir- 
culation, in fact, as the only practical test 
of merit. 

The lecturer said it would be grossly un- 
just not to give the other side of the picture. 
He dealt en the amazing completeness of 
modern news gathering and illustrated its 
extension to multitudes of subjects never 
ee in the old times. He concluded by 
sa 

The flippancy of our newspapers, which 
so vexed the soul of Matthew Arnold, cer- 
tainly continues, as well as their deplorable 
addiction to the use of the invention of slang. 
But they are more generally well writtey 
than they were fifteen years ago, and are 
often more attractively arranged. The num- 


ber of young college bred men they enlist 


grows steadily larger. They are better in- 
formed on the subjects they discuss, or at 
least they have acquired and organized for 
better means of gathering information. 
There has been an extraordinary increase 
in the attention given to the interests of 


women, and also in the space surrendered ° 


to every conceivable variety of sport. In 
fact, the great American daily has become 
a good deal like the great department 
store,“ a sort of universal provider. 

“It must be obvious to every one that the 
influence of the modern newspaper has not 
advanced in equal proportion, nor has its 
general standing in the community im- 
proved. The most corrupt and powerful 
combination cannot long stand even yet 
against a united press. Government by 
newspaper is in that case more than ever 
before the most powerful, the most resist- 
less form of government in the known world, 
But when they differ radically on any great 
public question people give less serious 
thought to what any of them say, and enden 
give less to t the question itself.“
